Fire Marshal John Murren told 
the group: “ Aa fire marshal I had 
29 fires reported to me during 
the year. The loss in those fires 
was $145,125. or an increase of 
$95,000 in

county over 1967. A pretty nice 
little section of the county has 
gone up in smoke. Of course what 
is burned la often replaced — out 
on the other hand the money that 
is used to replace could have been 
used to build new. What's gone 
a gone. 
“Probably 80 per cent of that 
lass could have 
been prevented 
by just a little more care in most 
cases. It's our duty to fight fires, 
of course, but the firemen also 
have a job to do on fire preven­ 
tion. We need to be eternally on 
that job. 
If we call everyone’s 
attention to fire prevention, they’ll 
look a little more often at wiring 
and other conditions that can cause 
fives and more fires can be pre­ 
vented. 
“I was called in to Investigate 
13 fires during the year and in 
eignt cases I called for state police 
assistance. As in prior years, we 
found a few youngsters were set­ 
ting fires. One good thing about 
this is our experience in the past. 
We have found that youngsters who 
are sent away for treatment come 
back very good citizens.
